Memo  from  President  Orr: 


Education  for  the  twenty-first  century 


How  can  colleges  educate  students  for  adult  lives  that  will 
bloom  in  the  twenty-first  century?  Our  fast-paced,  quick- 
changing,  increasingly  high-tech  society  makes  this  an 
important  question  to  answer  today. 

At  Presbyterian  College  we  believe  that  a  strong, 
rigorous  general  education  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
followed  by  concentrated  study  in  one  of  the  23  fields  of 
study  we  offer  is  the  best  preparation  for  the  future.  With 
this  solid  educational  foundation  as  a  base,  we  believe  a 
graduate  can  adapt  to  the  changing  world  by  adding  as 
required  in  the  years  ahead  new  knowledge  and  profes- 
sional skills. 

Many  respected  educators  support  this  approach.  A 
widely  acclaimed  report  on  higher  education  makes  this 
observation:  "Liberal  education  seems  to  have  fallen  out  of 
favor  over  the  past  two  decades,  particularly  with  parents 
and  students  who  have  come  to  believe  that  the  best  insur- 
ance in  a  technological  society  is  a  highly  specialized  educa- 
tion that  will  lead  to  a  specific  job.  However,  no  one  knows 
precisely  how  new  technologies  will  affect  the  skills  and 
knowledge  required  by  our  future  labor  force.  We  thus 
conclude  that  the  best  preparation  for  the  future  is  not 
narrow  training  for  a  specific  job,  but  rather  an  education 
that  will  enable  students  to  adapt  to  a  changing  world." 

This  report  goes  on  to  declare  that  the  ability  to  think 
critically,  to  synthesize  large  quantities  of  new  information, 
to  master  the  skills  of  effective  composition,  clear  speech, 
careful  listening,  and  thoughtful  reading  are  all  basic  skills 
emphasized  in  the  study  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 
With  a  perspective  of  history,  a  commitment  to  lifelong 
curiosity  and  learning,  and  an  appreciation  for  great  ideas 
and  issues,  the  report  concludes  that  adaptation  to  change 
is  manageable. 

I  like  the  insight  of  educator  Mark  Van  Doren  when  he 
described  a  liberal  education  as  making  a  person  not  merely 
competent  "to  do"  but  also  "to  be."  He  encouraged  a 
prime  concern  for  developing  the  "skills  of  being." 


The  success  of  our  Presbyterian  College  alumni  in  many 
different  fields  of  endeavor  such  as  law,  medicine,  ministry, 
business,  education,  government  service,  etc.,  confirms  our 
belief  in  a  liberal  arts  and  sciences  education  as  sound 
preparation  for  life.  We  see  our  graduates  evidence  the 
"skills  of  being"  in  their  lives  as  they  contribute  to  society. 
This  living  testimony  confirms  our  confidence  in  the  quality 
of  the  academic  program  we  offer  and  the  wisdom  of  this 
plan  of  education  for  the  twenty-first  century.

onstruction  is  expected  to 
start  in  early  September  on 
PC's  proposed  new  dormi- 
tory complex  to  house  152 
students — with  the  aim  of  having  this 
facihty  ready  by  the  fall  of  1989. 

President  Ken  Orr  said  architects 
estimate  construction  costs  of  approx- 
imately $2.5  million.  When  completed 
on  the  east  plaza  adjacent  to  Belk  Hall, 
the  complex  will  offer  a  somewhat  dif- 
ferent residential  concept  for  this  cam- 
pus: two  small  dormitories  accommo- 
dating 76  students  each  and  connected 
to  a  central  commons  building. 

"We  need  this  addition  as  soon  as 
possible  in  order  to  enable  us  to  update 
and  renovate  several  existing  dormito- 
ries," Dr.  Orr  said.  "The  first  is  old 
Smyth  Hall,  that  must  be  taken  out  of 
use  for  a  year  in  order  to  renovate  it 
completely." 
He  added: 

"The  demand  to  attend  Presbyterian 
College  has  been  so  great  for  the  past 
several  years  that  we  are  overflowing 
our  regular  campus  space.  Students  are 
now  living  in  some  former  faculty 
homes,  in  a  nearby  Thornwell  Home 
cottage  and  out  in  town.  Our  objective 
remains  to  keep  PC  a  residential  college 
in  the  1,000  to  1,200  range— providing 
superior  living  and  learning  accommo- 
dations on  campus."

New  dormitory  complex 


With  construction  starting  in  September,  the  facility 
will  be  ready  by  August,  1989,  in  time  to  take  Smyth 
Hall  out  for  renovation.  Meanwhile,  this  summer  work 
begins  on  the  major  remodeling  of  Neville  Hall. 


(Skip)  Zubrod  announced  that  bids  on 
the  complex  will  go  out  on  August  5, 
with  work  projected  to  get  underway 
during  the  first  part  of  September.  Hav- 
ing the  project  ready  for  use  by  the  start 
of  1989-90  academic  year  the  next 
August  is  a  primary  consideration. 

As  announced  earlier,  the  other  major 
building  to  be  erected  during  the  com- 
ing year  is  Edmunds  Recital  Hall. 
Work  also  is  scheduled  to  begin  this  fall 
on  the  attractively  designed  fine  arts 
facility  being  given  to  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege by  Mrs.  Mary  Henry  Edmunds  of 
Beaufort,  S.  C,  to  memorialize  her  late 
husband  deSaussure  Davis  Edmunds  of 
PC's  class  of  1925.  It  will  go  next  to 
Belk  Auditorium. 

Meanwhile,  this  summer  it's  Neville 
Hall's  time  for  renovation.  And  the 
pressing  immediate  need  for  housing 
results  in  more  accommodations  being 
added  in  Georgia  Hall  men's  dormitory 
and  the  conversion  of  two  former  fac- 
ulty homes  into  space  for  women  stu- 
dents. 

Neville  Hall,  the  81-year-old  campus 
landmark  building  with  Ionic  portico 
and  central  hemispherical  dome,  is 
scheduled  for  remodeling  over  two 
summers.  The  present  first  phase  has 
earned  $340,000  earmarked  for  such 
work  as  a  new  roof  and  windows,  sec- 
ond staircase  from  third  to  fourth  floor. 


new  front  steps  and  a  special  handicap 
entrance,  plus  general  refurbishment  of 
exterior  brick  and  trim. 

Because  of  Neville's  role  as  the  main 
academic  building — now  providing  class- 
room and  office  space  for  eight  aca- 
demic departments — work  will  be  sus- 
pended during  the  next  regular  session. 
When  resumed  next  summer,  the  plan 
calls  for  a  complete  renovation  of  the 
interior. 

Other  construction  crews  are  hus- 
tling to  convert  the  lounge  and  recrea- 
tion space  in  Georgia  Hall  into  living 
quarters  before  fall  enrollment  in  late- 
August.  This  $125,000  project  adds 
nine  extra  rooms — continuing  the  two 
rooms  and  a  bath  arrangement  of  the 
rest  of  the  building — to  accommodate 
17  more  men  in  the  dormitory  built  for 
252  in  1967. 

The  two  campus  homes,  most  recently 
occupied  by  professors  Fred  James  and 
David  Moorefield,  require  less  exten- 
sive work  in  converting  them  into  resi- 
dential facilities  for  women.  Together, 
they  will  provide  space  for  20  students. 

"We  are  staying  pretty  busy  this 
summer  in  the  push  to  get  these  hous- 
ing needs  met  for  the  fall  and  getting 
other  buildings  ready  for  classes," 
Zubrod  said.  "But  when  completed,  the 
end  result  of  this  work  will  surely 
enhance  our  campus."

Waiting  list  for  the  109th  session 


Anticipating  another  high  enroll- 
ment, Presbyterian  College 
will  launch  its  109th  aca- 
L  demic  session  on  August 
27  and  feature  at  its  opening  convoca- 
tion an  address  by  New  York  Times 
education  editor  Edward  B.  Fiske. 

The  freshmen  arrive  first  for  the 
usual  two-day  orientation.  And  by  the 
time  upperclassmen  have  completed 
their  return,  the  student  population  just 
may  exceed  last  fall's  1,077.  They  will 
utilize  all  available  space,  including 
some  additional  accommodations  being 
prepared  this  summer  (see  page  3). 

The  last  three  years  of  unusually  high 
application  numbers  have  produced 
consecutive  record  enrollments  that 
strain  campus  facilities.  A  waiting  list 
was  formed  last  spring  among  appli- 
cants seeking  admission  to  a  freshman 
class  that  projects  to  be  the  best- 
qualified  overall  of  any  entering  group 
in  recent  years.  Its  average  College 
Board  SAT  score  is  1,015. 

New  student  reservations  for  the  fall 
semester  total  309,  composed  of  291 
freshmen  and  18  transfers.  Men  repre- 
sent approximately  53  percent  of  this 
total.  College  officials  intentionally  limit 
the  incoming  class  so  that  the  campus 
can  retain  its  90  percent  residential 
status. 

Classwork  is  scheduled  to  begin  on 
August  31,  and  then  the  opening  con- 
vocation will  assemble  the  entire  stu- 
dent body  and  faculty  together  for  the 
first  time  on  September  6.  Set  for  1 1 
a.m.  in  Belk  Auditorium,  the  convoca- 
tion features  a  prominent  speaker  and 
the  faculty  in  robed  processional  for  the 
formal  start  of  the  1988-89  academic 
year. 

Edward  B.  Fiske,  the  speaker  for  this 
fall,  is  a  recognized  authority  in  the 
field  of  education.  As  education  editor 
of  The  New  York  Times  since  1974,  he 
has  traveled  throughout  the  country 


reporting  on  topics  ranging  from  early 
childhood  education  and  standardized 
testing  to  the  impact  of  computers  on 
college  curriculums.  In  1983  he  jour- 
neyed to  Japan  to  produce  an  award- 
winning  series  on  Japanese  schools, 
and  he  has  received  numerous  other 
awards  for  education  reporting. 

Fiske  is  the  author  of  the  best-selling 
Selective  Guide  to  Colleges,  which  con- 
tains writeups  of  the  295  "best  and  most 
interesting"  colleges  in  the  country  and 
is  now  a  standard  part  of  college  admis- 
sions literature.  A  companion  volume, 
the  Best  Buys  in  College  Education,  is 
also  published  by  Time  Books.  His 
latest  book.  How  to  Get  into  the  Right 
College,  is  scheduled  for  publication 
this  August. 

A  summa  cum  laude.  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
graduate  of  Wesleyan  University,  Edward 
Fiske  earned  a  master's  degree  from 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary,  a  mas- 
ter's degree  from  Columbia  University 


in  political  science  and  attended  the 
Graduate  School  of  International  Rela- 
tions in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  He  holds 
an  honorary  doctorate  from  Beaver 
College. 

After  joining  The  Times  as  a  news 
clerk  in  1964,  he  was  promoted  to  news 
assistant,  religion  reporter  and,  in  1968, 
religion  editor.  In  that  capacity  he  fre- 
quently reported  from  Rome  and  trav- 
eled throughout  Europe,  the  Middle 
East,  Africa  and  the  Far  East  on 
assignment.  Now,  in  addition  to  his 
work  of  education  editor,  Edward  Fiske 
often  turns  his  spare-time  enthusiasm 
as  a  squash  racquets  player  into  another 
avenue  of  reporting  by  covering  the 
sport  for  The  Times. 

PC  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  will 
preside  over  the  opening  convocation, 
which  also  will  include  a  campus  wel- 
come to  the  student  body  by  Harry 
Croxton,  current  president  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association. 


Now  Very  Competitive  in  Barron's  guide 

Presbyterian  now  ranks  in  the  Very  Competitive  category  in  the  latest  issue  of 
Barron's  Profiles  of  American  Colleges. 

Previously  listed  as  Competitive  by  the  national  college  guide,  which  this 
July  published  its  16th  annual  edition,  PC  moved  up  a  notch  on  the  ratings 
scale  because  of  the  higher  quality  of  its  most  recent  applicants. 

"Of  the  1,500  four-year  accredited  colleges  listed  in  our  guide,  approxi- 
mately 200,  or  only  13  percent,  are  now  ranked  higher  than  they  were  before," 
Barron's  publicity  director  Grace  Freedson  said.  "Presbyterian  College  was  one 
of  46  schools  to  move  up  to  the  Very  Competitive  category,  and  we  feel  it's 
quite  an  accomplishment." 

Colleges  are  ranked  according  to  the  average  SAT  score  of  the  incoming 
freshman  class,  the  high  school  rank  of  its  students,  the  number  of  applicants 
and  other  admissions  standards.  Categories  used  in  ascending  order  are:  Non- 
Competitive,  Less  Competitive,  Competitive,  Very  Competitive,  Highly  Com- 
petitive and  Most  Competitive. 

Profiles  of  American  Colleges,  published  by  Barron's  Educational  Series, 
Inc.,  of  Hauppauge,  N.  Y.,  primarily  is  used  by  high  school  students  to  gather 
information  on  various  schools.  It  includes  facts  on  enrollment,  costs,  financial 
aid,  SAT/ ACT  scores,  academic  programs,  faculty  and  campus  environments. 


Reflections  on  the  quality 
of  PC  academic  programs

Two  years  ago,  shortly  after  I  became  vice  presi- 
dent for  academic  affairs  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, I  delivered  the  Convocation  address  to  begin 
the  fall  semester  at  PC.  A  copy  of  that  address, 
entitled  "Late  Night  Thoughts  on  Education,"  appeared  in 
the  December,  1986,  issue  of  The  Presbyterian  College 
Report. 

Commuting  back  and  forth  between  Clinton  and  our 
former  home  in  Social  Circle,  Ga.,  I  had  covered  more  than 
7,000  miles  and  had  spent  much  of  the  time  on  those  trips, 
late  at  night,  thinking  about  higher  education  and  my  own 
involvement  in  it.  My  convocation  address  attempted  to 
provide  insights  into  some  of  what  I  considered  to  be  the 
essential  ingredients  of  a  quality  college  experience,  insights 
which  had  come  to  me  on  those  late  night  trips  as  a  result  of 
seeing  the  constellation  Orion  in  a  cold  Georgia  sky,  a  pro- 
fusion of  blackberry  blossoms  lit  by  my  headlights,  kami- 
kaze bugs  committing  hari-kari  on  my  windshield,  country 
music  on  the  radio,  and  thoughts  from  Friedrich  Nietzsche 
lingering  from  a  faculty  discussion  group. 

Two  years  have  now  passed,  two  years  of  intimate 
involvement  in  the  complexities,  opportunities,  frustrations 
and  successes  of  PC's  special  academic  program.  Orion 
shines  just  as  brightly  in  a  winter  sky  above  our  new  home 
tucked  in  the  woods  on  the  edge  of  Clinton,  blackberries 
seem  to  make  cobblers  just  as  good  as  those  in  Georgia,  our 
new  rose  garden  continues  to  remind  me  that  there  are 
more  thorns  on  a  rose  bush  than  there  are  blooms,  the 
roadsides  of  Laurens  County  are  washed  with  blue  bache- 
lor buttons  in  the  spring  and  the  bugs  continue  to  commit 
hari-kari  on  my  windshield.  Although  I  no  longer  have 
those  long  hours  of  commuting  to  ruminate  on  higher  edu- 
cation, the  elements  which  inspired  the  insights  of  my  con- 
vocation address  are  still  present. 

A  colleague  once  told  me  that  since  becoming  a  dean  he 
had  slept  like  a  baby — sleep  an  hour,  cry  an  hour,  sleep  an 
hour . . .  Even  though  that  is  an  exaggeration,  there  have 
continued  to  be  ample  opportunities,  both  late  at  night  and 
at  other  times,  to  continue  my  reflection  on  quality  colle- 
giate education  and  on  PC's  contribution  to  and  involve- 
ment in  higher  education. 

Educating  young  people  is  the  reason  for  PC's  exis- 
tence. And  while  much  education  occurs  outside  of  the 
classroom  as  well  as  inside,  ultimately  the  measure  of  our 
success  depends  on  the  quality  of  our  academic  programs. 
We  must  constantly  strive  to  define  our  educational  goals 
carefully  and  explicitly  and  we  must  provide  our  students 
with  excellent  teachers,  programs  and  facilities.  PC  is 
committed  to  provide  vocational  preparation  within  a  lib- 
eral arts  context.  Consequently,  there  are  two  principal 
ingredients  in  our  educational  program:  general  education 
and  concentration  in  a  major  field  of  study. 


Of  central  importance  is  the  general  education  program 
in  which  our  students  obtain  a  significant  exposure  to  a 
broad  range  of  liberal  studies  in  the  humanities,  the  social 
sciences  and  the  sciences.  If  our  students  are  to  function  as 
good  citizens  and  if  they  are  to  be  able  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  and  challenges  which  will  become  avail- 
able to  them  in  the  years  ahead,  they  must  be  aware  of  the 
broad  range  of  knowledge,  methods  and  insights  from  a 
variety  of  academic  disciplines. 

Last  year  the  faculty  completed  a  thorough  study  of 
PC's  uniform  requirements,  courses  in  general  education 
required  of  all  students.  In  attempting  to  translate  its  phi- 
losophy of  liberal  arts  education  into  the  reality  of  required 
courses,  the  faculty  modified  the  previous  uniform  require- 
ments. All  PC  graduates  in  the  future  must  successfully 
complete  studies  in  a  foreign  language,  math  beyond  the 
introductory  level  and  fine  arts,  in  addition  to  required 
courses  in  the  sciences,  social  sciences,  English,  history, 
religion  and  physical  education.  The  faculty  has  also  clari- 
fied its  policies  concerning  the  major.  A  student  who  com- 
pletes the  general  education  program  and  the  in-depth 
studies  of  one  of  PC's  23  major  fields  should  not  only  be 
prepared  for  a  vocation  or  for  further  study  in  graduate  and 
professional  schools,  but  also  should  be  prepared  for  a 
more  productive  and  enjoyable  life. 

To  understand,  enjoy  and  act  constructively 

We  want  our  students  to  not  only  see  and  understand 
the  elements  of  the  world  around  them,  but  also  be  able  to 
enjoy  and  to  act  in  a  constructive  way  within  that  world. 
The  Cultural  Enrichment  Program  is  a  series  of  events 
ranging  from  concerts  and  operas  to  lectures  and  seminars, 
exposing  the  PC  student  to  a  variety  of  cultural  opportuni- 
ties. Students  are  required  to  attend  a  number  of  these 
events  which  are  intended  to  broaden  their  perspective  and 
enrich  their  education. 

PC's  motto  is  "While  we  live,  we  serve."  The  Student 
Volunteer  Services  program,  under  the  direction  of  the  col- 
lege chaplain,  as  well  as  numerous  internships  and  super- 
vised study  opportunities  within  the  academic  departments, 
provide  opportunities  for  our  students  to  learn  how  to  put 
their  studies  into  creative  and  constructive  action  within  the 
larger  community. 

In  the  best  liberal  arts  tradition,  the  PC  academic  pro- 
gram moves  steadily  forward,  shaping  itself  from  the  mu- 
tual interaction  of  faculty  who  know  what  they  are  doing 
and  care  about  this  institution,  developing  more  by  evolu- 
tion than  by  revolution.  Currently,  we  are  attempting  to 
increase  the  international  component  of  our  programs  by 
providing  additional  international  input  on  campus  as  well 
as  by  increasing  the  opportunities  our  students  have  to 


study  abroad.  We  have  added  study-abroad  programs  in 
Japan  and  India  to  our  European  programs  and  are  work- 
ing on  study  opportunities  for  our  students  in  Korea  and 
China.  For  the  first  time,  PC  will  offer  a  course  in  Chinese 
this  coming  year,  taught  by  a  visiting  professor  from  a 
Chinese  university.  Additional  visiting  faculty  members 
from  other  countries  will  be  used  in  the  future  to  enrich 
other  college  programs. 

The  PC  faculty  has  long  been  known  for  its  quality  and 
for  its  dedication  to  the  education  of  young  men  and 
women.  There  are  now  60  full-time  faculty  members  of 
which  75  percent  have  the  PhD  or  equivalent  terminal 
degree.  Faculty  are  chosen  and  rewarded  on  the  basis  of  the 
quality  of  their  interaction  with  students,  both  inside  and 
outside  the  classroom,  the  contributions  they  make  to  the 
college  community  and  to  the  wider  community,  and  con- 
tinued scholarly  growth  in  their  academic  disciplines.  It  is 
important  for  PC  faculty  to  be  authorities  in  their  fields, 
but  also  they  must  be  excellent  teachers  and  they  must  be 
committed  to  the  personal  and  educational  growth  of 
young  people. 

During  the  last  two  years,  we  have  added  five  new  posi- 
tions to  the  faculty  in  order  not  only  to  maintain  our  15-1 
student-faculty  ratio,  but  also  to  enrich  our  academic  pro- 
grams. New  faculty  have  been  added  in  the  departments  of 
economics  and  business  administration,  political  science, 
history,  modern  foreign  languages  and  sociology.  The  indi- 
viduals who  were  chosen  to  fill  these  positions,  as  well  as 
others  who  have  filled  faculty  positions  which  have  been 
vacated,  have  been  carefully  selected  to  meet  PC's  high 
expectations. 

One  of  the  items  which  I  mentioned  in  my  convocation 


address  in  1986  was  the  importance  of  continued  faculty 
growth  in  their  personal  and  professional  lives.  The  faculty 
development  program  at  PC  provides  numerous  opportun- 
ities for  this  to  occur.  PC  faculty  members  have  taken 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  by  this  program  and 
have  also  identified  outside  sources  of  funds  to  finance 
research,  travel  and  study.  There  have  been  significant 
international  components  in  this  program  as  well,  with  fac- 
ulty traveling  to  China,  East  Germany,  Austria,  England, 
France,  Israel,  Nigeria,  Brazil  and  Canada  for  study.  Fac- 
ulty members  have  been  involved  in  everything  from  writ- 
ing a  book  on  a  Civil  War  engineer  to  digging  up  dinosaur 
bones.  Two  faculty  members  have  been  recognized  by 
receiving  Fulbright  teaching  awards  in  Finland  and  Norway. 

Faculty  members  involved  in  such  enrichment  pro- 
grams return  to  the  classroom  renewed  and  personally 
excited  as  well  as  being  equipped  with  new  knowledge  and 
insights  in  their  academic  disciplines.  As  a  result,  the  entire 
academic  program  is  enriched  for  everyone  involved, 
including  the  students. 

There  have  also  been  new  opportunities  for  faculty 
enrichment  on  the  campus.  Book  discussion  groups  involv- 
ing faculty  and  administrators  have  been  active  this  year. 
The  book  discussed  during  the  spring  semester  was  Allen 
Bloom's  The  Closing  of  the  American  Mind.  A  paper  pre- 
sented at  the  Presbyterian  Consultation  on  Cosmology  and 
the  Church  entitled  "From  Organism  to  Mechanism  to  His- 
tory" is  providing  the  basis  for  discussions  during  the 
summer  months.  These  sessions  provide  opportunities  for 
faculty  and  staff  members  to  exchange  insights  and  ideas 
from  their  own  personal  and  professional  viewpoints  on 
matters  of  importance  to  the  entire  academic  enterprise.

The  Closing  of  the  American  Mind  is  perhaps  the  most 
negative  of  a  number  of  books  which  have  received  wide 
attention  during  the  last  several  years  and  which  deal  with 
the  successes  and  failures  of  higher  education  in  this  coun- 
try. Although  we  disagreed  with  much  of  what  Mr.  Bloom 
has  to  say,  through  our  discussions  we  have  been  led  to  a 
better  understanding  of  ways  in  which  we  might  enhance 
our  programs  at  PC. 

One  particularly  rewarding  aspect  of  our  study  of  The 
Closing  of  the  American  Mind  and  of  other  books  such  as 
the  Carnegie  Foundation's  College:  The  Undergraduate 
Experience  in  America,  written  by  Ernest  L.  Boyer,  has 
been  the  realization  that  PC  already  provides  many  of  the 
ingredients  which  these  critics  feel  all  higher  educational 
institutions  must  adapt  their  programs  to  provide:  small 
classes,  individual  attention,  strong  general  education 
requirements,  opportunities  for  continued  faculty  profes- 
sional growth,  greater  attention  to  student  advising,  oppor- 
tunities for  students  to  put  their  learning  into  action 
through  service  to  the  community,  and  a  stronger  focus  on 
the  international  components  of  education. 

One  of  the  elements  which  I  stressed  in  my  1986  address 
as  an  essential  ingredient  of  quality  education  was  serendip- 
ity, defined  as  the  aptitude  for  making  desirable  discoveries 
by  accident.  A  liberal  arts  education  provides  many  oppor- 
tunities for  students,  while  working  diligently  toward  per- 
sonal vocational  goals,  to  experience  those  sudden  insights 
which  help  put  things  in  perspective  and  make  the  educa- 
tional experience  even  more  worthwhile,  and  to  discover 
new  interests  and  even  new  directions  for  themselves.  Soon 
after  my  address  appeared  in  The  Presbyterian  College 
Report,  I  received  a  package  from  alumnus  Ernest  Arnold 
containing  a  set  of  tapes  and  a  book. 

Ernest  and  Frances  Arnold  have  established  at  PC  one 
of  the  most  rewarding  new  programs  we  have  been  able  to 
institute  during  the  last  two  years.  This  is  the  Russell 
Project  on  Communications  and  the  Media.  Two  highly 
successful  Arnold  Symposia,  one  in  ethics  and  the  media 
and  the  other  in  politics  and  the  media,  have  been  presented 
as  a  part  of  the  Russell  program.  Other  ingredients  of  the 
Russell  Project  include  a  new  interdisciplinary  course  to  be 
offered  this  fall  on  communications  and  media,  funds  for 
faculty  development  projects  in  communication,  enrich- 
ment of  PC's  student  publications,  an  internship  for  stu- 
dents in  media-related  areas,  and  a  soon-to-be  developed 
media  center  for  the  campus. 

The  book  and  tapes  which  Dr.  Arnold  sent  to  me  were 
by  J.  Wallace  Hamilton  and  were  entitled  Serendipity. 
They  have  provided  new  insights  on  how  widely  the  con- 


cept of  serendipity  can  be  applied  not  only  to  education  but 

to  our  entire  lives.  Mr.  Hamilton  writes: 

"You  can  get  Cadillacs  by  putting  down  the  cash — not 
character,  not  even  culture.  You  can  get  a  house,  but  not  a 
home.  You  can  get  money,  but  not  the  real  riches  of  life. 
Some  of  the  most  desirable  things  come  by  reception,  by 
indirection,  from  something  added  and  often  unexpected  in 
the  earnest  pursuit  of  something  quite  beyond  us." 

This  certainly  applies  to  the  process  of  education,  espe- 
cially liberal  arts  education.  So  many  of  the  interests,  expe- 
riences, information,  i.e.,  those  things  which  are  important 
in  our  lives  after  the  end  of  formal  education,  come  from 
this  sort  of  indirection,  from  serendipity.  If  the  educational 
programs  provided  are  truly  excellent  and  are  truly  a  part 
of  the  liberal  arts  tradition,  as  a  student  proceeds  through 
the  required  curriculum,  learning  what  he  or  she  thinks 
must  be  learned  in  order  to  pass  the  exams  and  graduate, 
the  student  will  also  be  learning  a  great  many  other  things 
about  himself,  about  her  world,  about  what  it  really  means 
to  be  a  human  being.  These  elements,  which  ultimately  may 
be  even  more  important  than  that  part  of  the  education 
meant  to  prepare  for  vocation,  come  by  indirection,  by 
serendipity. 

Two  years  ago  I  closed  my  convocation  address  with  a 
quote  from  Friedrich  Nietzsche — a  quote  which  I  took  out 
of  context  and  used  as  a  description  of  an  ideal  teacher. 
Many  of  my  "late  night  thoughts  on  education"  continue  to 
result  from  reflection  on  the  writings  of  individuals  who 
may  be  addressing  an  entirely  different  subject.  In  the  fol- 
lowing quote  from  Karl  Barth,  I  have  substituted  the  word 
"educators"  for  "theologians." 

"Good  (educators)  do  not  live  in  houses  of  ideas,  principles, 
and  methods.  They  pass  through  every  house  and  put  out 
again  into  the  free  world.  They  keep  on  the  move.  They 
have  before  them  the  high  and  distant  mountains  and  the 
unending  ocean  of  God — and  also,  in  close  proximity,  their 
fellows,  good  and  bad,  fortunate  and  unfortunate.  Christian 
and  pagan,  Western  and  Eastern,  to  whom  in  all  modesty 
they  may  be  witnesses." 

The  experience  of  working  these  last  two  years  with  the 
faculty  and  students  at  PC  has  given  me  new  insights, 
understanding  and  appreciation  for  the  educational  pro- 
cess. It  has  also  convinced  me  that  PC  is  doing  things  right. 
Our  programs  are  of  excellent  quality.  While  performance 
expectations  are  high,  faculty  members  are  also  compas- 
sionate and  humane.  While  programs  and  requirements  are 
clearly  defined,  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  students  to 
explore  their  own  interests  and  needs  and  to  begin  their 
lifelong  journey  of  becoming  contributing,  creative,  good 
human  beings.  A  church-related  liberal  arts  college  can 
have  no  higher  goal  than  this. 


Political  science  in  action:

We  try  to  cover  the  entire  globe

Stimulating  effective  global  citizenship  is  a  primary 
mission  of  Presbyterian  College's  department  of 
political  science. 
While  popular  as  a  choice  for  majors — ranking 
fourth  behind  business  administration,  biology  and  psy- 
chology on  this  campus — the  discipline  attracts  even  more 
students  who  simply  elect  one  or  more  political  science 
courses  as  a  matter  of  interest. 

"Because  more  than  half  of  our  students  are  not  politi- 
cal science  majors,  we  feel  a  special  responsibility  to  give 
them  a  grasp  of  political  systems  during  the  time  we  have 
them  in  the  introductory  survey  courses,"  said  Dr.  Dave 
Gillespie,  the  department's  longest  tenured  professor  and 
immediate  past-chairman.  "Many  students  know  little 
about  our  own  system — not  to  mention  those  of  other 
countries." 

And  Dr.  Tom  Weaver,  who  rotated  this  summer  into 
the  chairmanship,  added  this  comment  on  the  subject: 

"A  majority  of  our  students  probably  will  never  take 
another  political  science  course.  So  our  classes  will  be  their 
only  introduction  into  how  governments  of  any  kind  work 
until  they  find  themselves  out  in  the  world  facing  off  with 
some  form  of  government  over  some  bureaucratic  issue. 
They  seem  amazed  at  some  of  the  things  we  take  for 
granted  as  very  fundamental  operations  of  government. 
Without  meaning  to  be  critical,  you  could  view  it  as  an 
indictment  of  civics  courses  now  being  taught  in  many  high 
schools." 

Certainly,  from  the  ancient  Greeks  to  the  present  day, 
political  science  has  been  considered  an  important  study 
because  of  the  impact  of  government  and  politics  upon 
human  life  and  welfare.  It's  part  of  the  liberating  influence 
associated  with  study  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 

At  Presbyterian,  the  department  seeks  to  fulfill  three 
main  objectives: 

1.  To  stimulate  effective  global  citizenship  through 
an  understanding  of  the  significance  and  character 
of  political  systems  in  the  United  States  and  in 
other  countries; 

2.  To  prepare  its  students  for  a  variety  of  careers  in 
public  service; 

3.  To  provide  a  broad  and  rigorous  foundation  for 
graduate  training  in  political  science,  law,  public 
administration  and  international  studies. 

Objectives  two  and  three  deal  with  students  who  choose 
political  science  as  their  area  of  concentration  for  a  major 
earning  either  a  bachelor  of  arts  or  bachelor  of  science 
degree. 

With  regard  to  the  major,  Gillespie  pointed  out  that  a 
degree  in  political  science  may  lead  to  a  wide  range  of 


career  opportunities.  Chief  among  them  are  positions  in 
public  administration  at  the  various  local,  state  and 
national  levels.  Some  graduates  hold  elective  offices  while 
others  may  serve  on  congressional  staffs.  Other  career 
choices  include  foreign  service,  business,  teaching,  political 
journalism  and  campaign  management. 

Dr.  Gillespie  also  noted — as  campus  advisor  for  pre-law 
students — that  Presbyterian  College  provides  the  finest 
preparation  for  law  school  and  enjoys  an  acceptance  rate 
above  90  percent.  Several  disciplines  within  the  college  cur- 
riculum have  majors  entering  law  school  upon  graduation. 
Gillespie  referred  specifically  to  his  department  when  he 
said: 

"Many  of  our  political  science  majors  pursue  a  career  in 
law,  and  some  have  been  accepted  into  top  law  schools 
across  the  nation.  These  include  Harvard  (where  one  PC 
graduate  has  just  earned  his  law  degree  and  another 
is  entering  her  second  year),  Duke,  Emory,  Vanderbilt, 
Duquesne  and  Washington  &  Lee  as  well  as  the  universities 
of  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and  Virginia." 

Other  alumni  of  this  department  have  entered  graduate 
programs  in  political  science  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati 
and  Emory  and  in  international  relations  at  South  Carolina 
and  American  University.  And  currently,  five  recent  PC 
graduates  are  working  toward  the  master  of  public  admin- 
istration degree  at  major  universities.  One  of  these,  Debra 
Walker,  will  take  her  1988  diploma  to  the  campus  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina-Chapel  Hill  this  fall  as  the 
recipient  of  an  attractive  fellowship  she  chose  from  among 
several  offers.

schools — along  with  other  career  choices — confirm  the  fact 
that  our  department  is  attracting  high-quality  students  who 
receive  good  preparation,"  Dr.  Gillespie  pointed  out.  "It 
should  also  be  noted  that,  in  addition  to  their  regular  advis- 
ing on  PC  programs,  our  professors  work  hard  to  help  with 
placements  after  graduation." 
What  is  the  nature  of  the  PC  preparation  in  this  field? 

In  keeping  with  its  strong  tradition  of  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  Presbyterian  College  has  certain  general  educa- 
tion requirements  in  English,  history,  science,  religion, 
mathematics,  social  science,  fine  arts  and  foreign  language 
that  contribute  to  a  student's  breadth  of  learning.  All 
degree  candidates  must  meet  these  qualifications — to  the 
tune  of  some  46  to  55  hours. 

The  political  science  department  builds  upon  this  back- 
ground with  a  wide  selection  of  courses  that  provides  a 
better  understanding  of  the  changing  world  as  well  as  a 
comprehension  of  politics  and  government. 

Either  of  two  basic  courses — "Elements  of  Political 
Science"  and  "American  Politics" — may  be  used  to  satisfy 
the  social  science  requirement  of  the  general  education 
program. 

From  American  politics  to  study  abroad 

Students  who  plan  to  major  in  political  science  will 
study  both  of  these  three-semester-hour  courses.  Beyond 
that,  they  must  take  21  hours  of  political  science  courses 
that  cover  the  areas  of  political  theory,  American  politics, 
international  relations  and  comparative  politics.  The  latter 
field  includes  courses  focusing  upon  the  Middle  East,  the 
Soviet  Union  and  Eastern  Europe,  Africa  and  Asia.  Major 
study  also  calls  for  six  semester  hours  in  statistics,  comput- 
er science  or  social  science  methods.  In  addition,  there  is 
special  research  and  a  widening  variety  of  off-campus 
activities. 

The  off-campus  work  for  PC  credit  may  take  the  form 
of  study  or  internship.  For  example,  political  science 
majors  have  the  opportunity  to  view  the  workings  of 
government  first-hand  through  the  Washington  Semester 
program  affiliated  with  the  American  University — living  on 
the  AU  campus  with  other  students  from  across  the  nation 
and  specializing  in  either  national  politics,  foreign  politics, 
justice  or  journalism. 

Other  students  have  used  the  option  to  study  abroad 
through  college-affiliated  programs  such  as  those  related  to 
Central  College  in  France  and  Germany.  This  past  spring, 
PC  junior  Shickre  Sabbagha  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  received  a 
prestigious  Hansard  Scholar  grant  to  go  to  England  for 
coursework  at  the  University  of  London  and  a  research 
internship  with  a  member  of  Parliament.  He  was  one  of  the

few  non-Ivy  League  representatives  there. 

Other  internships  by  well-qualified  juniors  or  seniors 
may  take  them  to  supervised  work  in  a  Washington  con- 
gressional office  or  in  an  administrative  office  of  national, 
state  or  local  government. 

Dr.  Gillespie  said  plans  already  are  underway  to  expand 
these  off-campus  programs  into  Asia  and  Third  World 
countries.  Among  the  most  promising  is  the  invitation  to 
have  Presbyterian  College  join  other  leading  institutions 
in  a  consortium  Wake  Forest  University  assembles  to 
offer  a  China  Semester  program.  As  now  being  developed, 
credits  would  be  arranged  through  Wake  Forest,  which  will 
send  the  first  teacher  as  professor  in  residence  there.  Other 
participating  schools  would  send  professors  later  on  a 
designated  basis,  so  PC  at  some  future  date  could  have  a 
professor  in  China  residence. 

In  an  effort  to  broaden  the  formal  departmental  offer- 
ings on  campus,  Dave  Gillespie  has  a  grant  to  go  to  China 
this  summer  in  part  to  prepare  to  teach  a  course  in  Asian 
politics. 

And  Tom  Weaver  is  retooling  to  offer  a  course  on  West 
European  politics.  It  will  fill  a  gap  in  covering  the  post- 
World  War  II  era,  with  primary  focus  on  the  democracies 
of  Britain,  France  and  Germany. 

"Obviously,  there  are  needs  still  to  be  met  in  the  interna- 
tional and  American  areas  that  we  have  not  been  able  to 
cover  at  this  point,"  Dr.  Weaver  said.  "Internationally,  we 
must  give  greater  attention  to  Latin  American  politics — now 
covered  mainly  in  connection  with  the  history  department — 
and  provide  more  on  Asia  and  Europe." 

Dr.  Gillespie  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  political 
theory  courses  and  added: 
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"We're  reasonably  strong  with  regard  to  the  judicial 
area  of  American  government,  and  we  will  boost  study  of 
the  executive  branch  with  a  public  administration  course  to 
be  added  soon.  Our  biggest  weakness  is  in  coverage  of  the 
legislative  branch  of  our  government,  but  to  go  in-depth  on 
Congress  will  require  another  professor,  who  can  also 
handle  other  assignments." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  seem  to  be  few  departmental 
problems  that  another  addition  to  the  teaching  staff  would 
not  solve.  Weaver  can  make  a  strong  point  on  this  score: 

"Considering  that  we  try  to  cover  pretty  much  the  entire 
globe,  it's  very  difficult  to  reach  all  areas  of  political  science 
with  just  three  professors.  But  I  do  think  we  do  as  good  a 
job  as  is  being  done  anywhere.  Certainly,  we  stretch  for 
it — for  example,  I  have  taught  12  different  courses  here." 

The  three  professors  of  this  department,  coming  from 
diverse  programs  of  doctoral  study,  complement  each  other 
well  in  the  coordination  of  their  teaching  and  counseling 
efforts. 

Dr.  J.  David  Gillespie  joined  the  Presbyterian  College 
faculty  in  1979  and  became  the  department's  first  chairman 
in  1984  when  political  science  was  separated  from  the  joint 
department  of  history  and  political  science.  The  North 
Carolinian  came  here  after  six  years  on  the  Samford  Uni- 
versity faculty,  with  BA  and  MA  degrees  from  Wake  Forest 
University  and  PhD  from  Kent  State  University.  After  four 
years  as  chairman,  he  has  just  moved  from  that  position 
under  the  college's  rotation  system.  His  promotion  to  full 
professor  is  effective  this  fall. 

While  Gillespie's  specialties  are  American  politics  and 
political  theory,  he  has  the  flexibility  to  handle  some  of  the 
international  courses  as  well. 

Weaver  now  serves  as  department  chairman 

Dr.  Thomas  P.  Weaver,  who  succeeds  Gillespie  as 
chairman,  concentrates  on  the  international  component 
with  the  insights  of  a  scholar  who  lived  for  a  year  on  the 
West  Bank  in  the  Middle  East  while  studying  at  Birzeit 
University.  Now  an  associate  professor,  Ohio  native 
Weaver  came  to  PC  in  1982  with  BS  and  MA  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Toledo  and  the  PhD  from  the  University 
of  Cincinnati. 

Dr.  Gillespie  said  of  his  colleague: 

"Tom  has  done  a  magnificent  job  of  bringing  an  inter- 
national dimension  to  our  political  science  offerings.  The 
program  has  been  broadened  and  enriched  immeasurably. 
In  addition  to  his  specialty  area  of  the  Middle  East,  his 
great  contribution  has  been  in  broadening  the  horizons 
about  the  Third  World." 

When  a  professor  was  authorized  for  the  department  in 


1987,  the  enthusiastic  choice  to  fill  this  position  was  Booker 
T.  Ingram — PC's  first  black  professor  and  a  specialist  in 
American  politics.  A  Florida  native  who  expects  to  receive 
his  PhD  degree  from  Ohio  State  University  later  this  year, 
he  already  holds  an  MA  from  that  institution  and  a  BA 
from  Winston-Salem  State  University.  His  previous  expe- 
rience includes  classroom  work  at  Kentucky  State  Univer- 
sity, Ohio  University  and  Dillard  University. 

After  a  year  on  the  job,  Ingram  gained  this  assessment 
from  Dr.  Gillespie: 

"Booker  has  brought  real  strength  to  the  American 
politics  area.  Not  only  has  he  relieved  the  load  here,  but  he 
has  enabled  us  to  pick  up  a  brand  new  course  on  public 
policy.  And  because  he  is  popular  and  well-received  as  a 
teacher,  his  courses  have  attracted  many  students." 

While  these  professors  concentrate  on  classroom  teach- 
ing and  counseling,  they  also  find  time  for  research  that 
leads  to  scholarly  papers,  articles  and  monographs  in  polit- 
ical science.  Their  research  has  ranged  from  Middle  East 
politics  and  the  belief  systems  of  West  Bank  Palestinians  to 
American  "third"  political  parties  and  Supreme  Court 
interpretations  of  the  Constitution. 

Their  articles  and  reviews  have  appeared  in  such  publi- 
cations as  Phylon,  Policy  Studies  Journal,  International 
Review  of  History  and  Political  Science,  Today,  Interna- 
tional Social  Science  Review,  Operant  Subjectivity,  Arab 
Studies  Quarterly,  Journal  of  Palestine  Studies.  Also  chap- 
ters in  Employment  and  Labor- Relations  Policy  and  Direc- 
tory of  Teaching  Innovations  in  Political  Science  as  well  as 
papers  presented  at  meetings  of  the  American  Political 
Science  Association,  Northeastern  Political  Science  Asso- 
ciation, Southern  Political  Science  Association,  South 
Carolina  Political  Science  Association  and  Third  Confer- 
ence on  Scientific  Study  of  Subjectivity. 

Professional  involvement  also  found  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  its  political  science  department  serving  as  host  to 
the  1985  annual  meeting  of  the  South  Carolina  Political 
Science  Association.  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie  served  as  Associa- 
tion president  in  1985-86.

into  a  joint  department  of  history  and  political  science.  He 
continued  for  18  years,  until  retirement  in  1976.  With 
course  additions,  the  early  combination  major  in  history- 
political  science  evolved  into  an  interdisciplinary  political 
studies  major  during  Robert  Anderson's  tenure  as  head  of 
the  program.  Then  in  1979,  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie  succeeded 
Anderson.  By  1983,  the  program  had  gained  faculty  appro- 
val to  offer  the  full  political  science  major,  and  less  than 
two  years  later  came  the  separation  from  history  to  form 
the  new  department  of  political  science.  It  was  officially 
launched  into  action  with  the  spring  semester  of  1985. 

New  Chairman  Gillespie  said  at  that  time: 

"The  separation  does  not  mean  we  will  not  continue  to 
have  close  relationships  with  the  history  department.  After 
all,  that  is  the  mother  discipline,  and  we  share  many  com- 
mon concerns.  The  change,  however,  does  reflect  a  national 
pattern  which  has  seen  political  science  move  away  from 
history  (a  humanities  discipline)  and  become  more  clearly 
one  of  the  social  and  behavioral  sciences  with  close  links  to 
other  social  science  disciplines  such  as  sociology,  psychol- 
ogy and  economics." 

The  growing  student  response  that  brought  about  cre- 
ation of  a  separate  political  science  department  has  acceler- 
ated since  that  time.  It  is  seen  not  only  in  the  increasing 
number  of  majors  but  also  in  the  many  other  students  who 
chose  this  discipline  as  a  minor  or  who  simply  elect  for  a 
course  or  two. 

Certainly,  with  the  world  growing  close  enough  to  have 
the  actions  of  almost  any  government  reverberating  every- 
where, the  need  for  global  awareness  becomes  more  acute 
than  ever  before  in  civihzation's  history.

In  other  extracurricular  activities,  Gillespie  is  the  on- 
campus  contact  for  the  South  Carolina  Student  Legisla- 
ture. This  program  sends  PC  delegations  to  the  capitol  in 
Columbia  annually  to  join  other  college  delegations  in  a 
type  of  mock  legislative  session  of  the  state  General  Assem- 
bly. In  1986,  the  Presbyterian  group  brought  home  the 
trophy  as  "best  small  college"  delegation. 

And  Tom  Weaver  put  together  a  Model  United  Nations 
group  among  PC  students  that  has  participated  the  past 
three  years  in  the  Model  United  Nations  held  for  this  region 
at  Appalachian  State  University. 

Everything  considered  in  the  full  scope  of  PC  history, 
political  science  has  come  a  long  way  in  a  relatively  short 
time  here. 

While  the  history  department  over  the  years  has  given 
some  attention  to  the  subject,  political  science  did  not 
become  an  organized  part  of  the  curriculum  until  1958. 
Earl  B.  Halsall  arrived  at  that  time  as  the  college's  first 
professor  of  political  science  when  history  was  expanded 


Although  he  declined  . . . 

Gillespie  chosen  as  PC's  second 
Fulbright  Scholar  within  year 

Before  leaving  for  summer  study  in  China,  Professor  Dave 
Gillespie  declined  the  opportunity  to  become  PC's  second 
Fulbright  Scholar  within  a  year. 

He  turned  down  the  Fulbright  grant  to  teach  and  study 
in  Norway  next  fall  because  of  scheduling  conflicts,  but 
hoped  to  receive  the  award  again  at  a  later  date.  With 
English  professor  Rachel  Stewart  having  spent  the  past 
spring  as  a  Fulbright  Scholar  in  Finland,  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege takes  special  pride  in  this  measure  of  faculty 
recognition. 

Dr.  Gillespie  studies  in  China  (July  7- August  18)  as  a 
participant  in  the  South  Carolina  Consortium  for  Interna- 


tional Studies  project.  He  joins  17  other  representatives 
from  16  South  Carolina  colleges  for  the  study-tour  entitled 
"Modernization  and  Social  Change  in  China:  A  Curricu- 
lum Enrichment  Project."  For  three  weeks,  the  group  plans 
to  attend  classes  at  one  of  China's  most  distinguished 
schools,  Shanghai  International  Studies  University.  There, 
they  will  focus  on  the  country's  history,  culture,  society, 
politics  and  post-cultural  revolution  reforms.  They  also  will 
visit  Beijing,  the  capital;  Xian,  an  ancient  capital;  and 
Yenan,  Mao  Tse-tung's  Communist  capital. 

Dave  Gillespie's  China  interest  goes  beyond  his  prepara- 
tion to  teach  a  course  in  Asian  politics.  He  lived  in 
Shanghai  for  a  brief  time  during  his  early  childhood  as  his 
parents  served  as  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in  China 
for  20  years.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  anticipation  of  his 
present  trip,  he  visited  his  mother  in  North  Carolina  to  tap 
her  recollections  of  the  country  and  to  gain  a  few  phrases 
from  her  fluency  in  the  language. 


Presenting  200  degrees  on  Mother's  Day 


In  the  lovely  campus  setting  on 
Mother's  Day,  200  graduating  sen- 
iors made  the  occasion  extra  special 
with  their  brand-new  baccalaureate  de- 
grees awarded  at  PC's  105th  Commence- 
ment. 

They  shared  the  spotlight  with  five 
distinguished  business  and  church  lead- 
ers, including  alumni  Thomas  J.  Reeves 
'57  and  Bennett  A.  Brown  '50. 

After  receiving  an  honorary  doctor 
of  humane  letters  degree,  Dr.  Reeves, 
who  is  president  of  Hastings  College 
(Neb.),  delivered  the  Commencement 
address  on  the  subject  "Take  a  Little 
Change  in  Your  Pockets."  He  warned 
that  "Your  greatest  danger  is  letting  the 
urgent  things  crowd  out  the  important 
things  in  your  life." 

"Our  lives  leave  a  trail  of  unfinished 
acts,  unanswered  letters,  unvisited 
friends,  unwritten  articles  and  unread 
books  . . .  For  me,  personally,  I  refuse 
to  live  my  life  dominated  by  the  tyranny 
of  the  urgent.  I  refuse  to  limit  my  per- 
spective on  truth  to  only  the  objective 
method,  and  1  refuse  to  believe  that 
material  values  are  more  important  to 
the  good  life  than  human  values." 

He  pointed  out  that  "in  colleges 
across  the  nation,  the  traditional  disci- 
plines which  deal  with  values,  the  good 
life  and  the  good  society  have  been 
dropping  in  popularity,  losing  ground  . . . 
to  those  careers  which  can  promise 
more  financial  gain." 
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Alumnus  Bennett  A.  Brown,  chair- 
man and  chief  executive  officer  of  Citi- 
zens &  Southern  Corporation  of  Atlanta, 
was  awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of 
humanities.  And  two  other  citations 
went  to:  Mrs.  Rosalie  Outlaw  Cassels, 
Columbia  church  and  civic  leader,  the 
doctor  of  public  service  degree;  and 
Eugene  R.  Grotnes,  owner-president  of 
Atlanta  Grotnes  Machine  Company, 
doctor  of  commercial  science. 

The  morning  baccalaureate  sermon 
was  preached  by  Dr.  John  N.  Barthol- 
omew, executive  of  the  new  Synod  of 
South  Atlantic  (Presbyterian  churches 
of  South  Carolina,  Georgia  and  Flor- 
ida). In  developing  his  subject  "Routes," 
he  urged  the  graduates  to  "discover 
where  you  are  going  both  now  and 
eventually." 

He  compared  the  similarities  of  lib- 


eral arts  and  the  Judeo-Christian  tradi- 
tion, noting  that  "both  say  'here  is  what 
is  precious  about  your  routes  to  a  more 
abundant  life'. . .  Faith  is  rooted  in  the 
past  and  gains  strength  from  the  com- 
munity." 

Among  the  ten  seniors  graduating 
with  summa  cum  laude  honors,  three 
completed  the  four  years  here  with  per- 
fect 4.00  grade-point  averages  to  share 
the  designation  as  class  valedictorian.

The  young  alumni  of  '88  move  out  in  many  directions.  Some 
will  continue  their  studies  this  fall  at  graduate  schools  in  various 
disciplines  or  at  professional  schools  of  medicine,  law  and  reli- 
gion.

When 
completed  this  fall,  he  will  return 
to  PC's  military  science  depart- 
ment to  work  as  a  Reserve  Offic- 
ers' Training  Corps  recruiter. 
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A  four-year  ROTC  scholar- 
ship student  who  majored  in 
chemistry,  James  heaps  high 
praise  on  the  cadet  training  pro- 
gram; "Military  science  was  very 
important  in  that  it  provided  me 
with  many  leadership  traits  that 
are  needed  in  the  private  com- 
munity as  well  as  in  the  military." 

A  top  shooter  on  PC's  rifle 
team,  he  was  named  a  Distin- 
guished MiUtary  Student  because 
of  his  achievements  in  that 
department. 


Faculty  profile: 


Huff  gave  up  industrial  chemistry 
because  "I  liked  teaching  better" 


He's  the  kind  of  guy  who  would 
much  rather  dodge  the 
hmelight,  instead  preferring 
to  focus  attention  on  some  new  piece 
of  laboratory  equipment  or  to  talk 
about  his  students.  Yet  Dr.  Randolph 
B.  "Randy"  Huff  has  stood  out  as  a 
vital  part  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
chemistry  department  since  he  joined 
the  faculty  in  1962. 

A  full  professor  and  department 
chairman  for  the  past  year,  he  also 
finds  time  for  research  projects  that 
have  drawn  the  attention  of  scientific 
organizations.  In  addition  to 
publishing  the  results  of  his  work  in 
professional  journals,  Huff  has  pre- 
sented his  findings  before  regional  and 
national  groups  and  even  conducted  a 
seminar  in  Greece. 

And  this  summer,  he  is  the 
recipient  of  one  of  50  top  summer 
research  grants — selected 
competitively  among  600  applicants 
nationally — for  research  with  the  U.  S. 
Air  Force  health  laboratories  at 
Brooks  Air  Force  Base  in  San 
Antonio.  It's  a  signal  tribute  to  him 
individually  that  reflects  credit  upon 
this  college. 

Even  with  his  interest  in  research. 
Randy  Huff  maintains  a  solemn 
devotion  to  his  students.  His  teaching 
philosophy  is  simple;  "Our  goal  is  to 
take  students  as  far  as  we  can.  We 
like  to  give  them  as  much  knowledge 
as  possible." 

Dr.  Huff  also  served  for  over  12 
years  as  coordinator  of  the  pre- 
medical  program  so  highly  respected 
among  medical  schools.  The 
preparation  here  regularly  results  in 


90  percent  acceptance  rates  for  Pres- 
byterian College  graduates. 

A  native  of  Powdersville,  S.  C,  he 
first  became  interested  in  chemistry 
while  taking  an  introductory  course 
on  the  subject  at  Furman  University 
as  part  of  his  declared  pre-med  major. 
He  wound  up  earning  a  BS  in 
chemistry  and  briefly  taught  classes  at 
Furman  before  entering  a  master's 
degree  program  at  Clemson. 

During  his  two  years  there.  Randy 
Huff  worked  as  a  graduate  assistant. 
Then,  with  MS  in  hand,  he  took  a 
position  as  an  industrial  chemist  with 
E.  I.  duPont  de  Nemours  &  Company 
in  Camden,  S.  C.  But  after  working  in 
the  textile  fibers  department  for 
nearly  18  months,  he  decided  that 
industrial  chemistry  wasn't  for  him. 

"I  tried  it  and  enjoyed  it,  but  1 
decided  I  liked  teaching  better,"  he 
said. 

Soon  after,  he  joined  the  PC  fac- 
ulty as  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry  in  the  department  which 
was  then  headed  by  Dr.  Nolon  Carter. 
And  although  Huff  has  had  several 
lucrative  job  offers  elsewhere 
throughout  the  years,  he  has  never 
wanted  to  leave  Presbyterian  College. 
Indeed,  his  dedication  has  earned  him 
several  honors  including  being  named 
in  1982  as  the  first  Gallant  Professor 
of  Chemistry — a  chair  endowed  to 
honor  the  late  LaGrange,  Ga., 
businessman  Jimmy  Gallant  and  his 
wife  Louise,  a  PC  trustee. 

"I  enjoy  teaching  and  the  freedom 
to  do  institutional  research,"  said 
Huff,  who  also  holds  a  PhD  from 
Clemson.  "I  like  the  atmosphere  of 


PC,  the  high  quality  of  the  institution, 
its  professionalism  and  high  academic 
standards — all  of  that  is  important  to 
me." 

Pausing  to  take  a  sip  of  coffee 
while  sitting  behind  a  crowded  desk  in 
his  Richardson  Science  Hall  office, 
the  chemistry  professor  spoke  about 
some  of  his  research. 

Before  the  1988-89  academic 
session  opens  this  fall,  he  will  have 
returned  from  Brooks  Air  Force  Base 
in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  During  his  10 
weeks  as  a  research  associate  there,  he 
will  try  to  establish  a  system  of 
detecting  trace  amounts  of  arsenic  in 
substances  beyond  that  which  is 
currently  possible.  Dr.  Huff  studied 
the  poisonous  element  in  1973  while 
on  leave  for  special  research  at  one  of 
Greece's  leading  schools,  the 
University  of  Thessaloniki.  That  work 
led  to  the  development  of  three  new 
compounds — the  results  of  which  were 
published  in  a  British  scientific 
journal  and  received  some  worldwide 
attention. 

He  was  invited  back  to  the  Greek 
university  in  1983  to  lead  a  seminar 
on  another  major  research  project  he 
had  completed  earlier  in  the  PC  lab. 
As  part  of  a  two-year  study,  this  work 
examined  the  effects  of  automobile 
exhaust  on  the  soil.  He  first  took 
interest  in  the  project  when  he  read 
that  the  government  had  added  a 
manganese  component  to  gasoline 
after  taking  lead  out  of  fuel.  As  Huff 
had  suspected,  his  findings  determined 
that  the  component  was  just  as 
harmful  to  the  soil  as  lead.  And, 
coincidentally,  it  was  later  removed. 
When  not  teaching  or  conducting 
research.  Huff  can  sometimes  be 
found  after-hours  on  the  golf  course 
or  at  a  favorite  fishing  spot.  He  also 
finds  time  for  violin  lessons  in  keeping 
with  another  hobby — folk  music  and 
bluegrass.  Modestly  describing  himself 
as  "just  an  old  amateur  musician," 
Randy  Huff  can  strike  a  mean  chord 
on  the  banjo,  mandolin  and  fiddle. 
He  also  likes  to  spend  time  with 
his  family.  In  addition  to  wife  Helen, 
manager  of  PC's  campus  book  store, 
there  are  three  sons:  alumnus  Peter,  a 
1978  graduate;  Andrew,  who  finished 
Erskine;  and  John,  a  rising  PC  junior 
now  editing  The  Blue  Stocking.

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Summer  study  grants  engage  27  faculty  members 


Projects  ranging  from  the  study  of  Afri- 
can societies  to  research  on  salmonella 
poisoning  in  the  South  Carolina  lowcountry 
have  attracted  a  record  number  of  Presbyte- 
rian College  professors  through  PC's  expand- 
ed summer  grants  program. 

Among  the  27  teachers  participating  this 
summer,  four  engage  in  study  abroad; 

Dr.  Robert  Freymeyer,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  sociology,  goes  to  Kenya  for  a  three- 
week  research  project  on  African  societies — 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  country's 
rising  population,  its  family  planning  pro- 
gram and  its  rapid  urbanization.  Dr.  Ron 
Burnside,  professor  of  history,  heads  to 
England  to  study  history  and  architecture  at 
Oxford  University  as  this  year's  recipient  of 
the  Kyle  Spencer  Grant.  China  is  the  desti- 
nation of  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  political  science.  As  part  of  the 
South  Carolina  Consortium  of  Interna- 
tional Studies,  he  joins  16  professors  from 
other  colleges  to  study  at  Shanghai  Univer- 
sity and  tour  the  country  for  three  weeks. 
And  Dr.  Judith  Schaneman,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  French,  travels  to  Lyon,  France, 
for  a  seminar  on  teaching  business  French. 

Other  professors  will  use  their  grants 
toward  research  projects  in  this  country. 

Dr.  John  Inman,  associate  professor  of 
biology,  continues  his  studies  on  salmonella 
contamination  and  acid  rain  at  Medway 
Plantation  near  Charleston.  Another  mem- 
ber of  the  biology  department,  Michael 
Rischbieter,  collects  fossil  plants  in  the 
western  United  States  to  bring  back  to  PC 
for  further  study. 

English  professor  Jim  Skinner  is  conduct- 
ing research  for  publication  of  the  diary  of 
Henry  Merrell,  a  little-known  textile  mill 
founder  of  the  Civil  War  era  whose  papers 
Dr.  Skinner  discovered  and  began  research- 
ing last  summer.  Dr.  Terry  Barr,  assistant 
English  professor,  is  in  Hollywood  explor- 
ing 20th  century  cinema,  his  area  of  exper- 
tise. And  associate  professor  of  religion 
Tom  Stallworth  has  collected  information 
in  Zurich  and  Geneva  for  courses  in  Refor- 
mation history  while  accompanying  the  PC 
Choir  on  its  three-week  European  study 
tour. 

Dr.  Charles  Coker,  history  professor,  and 
Dr.  Tom  Weaver,  associate  professor  of 
political  science,  are  conducting  joint  library 
research  on  British  government  operations 
to  strengthen  courses  m  their  departments. 
Dr.  Patrick  Furlong,  assistant  professor  of 
history,  travels  to  the  Univers  .  of  Califor- 
nia at  Berkeley  and  Santa  Barbara  and  to 


the  Hoover  Institute  to  explore  the  history 
of  his  native  land.  South  Africa. 

From  the  chemistry  department,  Dr.  Randy 
Huff  and  Dr.  David  Evans  prepare  video- 
tapes to  demonstrate  laboratory  techniques — 
in  addition  to  Huffs  national  grant  for 
U.  S.  Air  Force  research  (see  his  faculty 
profile). 

Still  other  professors  are  using  their  PC 
summer  grants  to  attend  seminars  or  special 
classes. 

Dr.  Dorothy  Brandt,  education  profes- 
sor, travels  to  Indiana  University  for  an 
institute  on  maintaining  teacher  effective- 
ness, while  music  instructor  Karen  Eshel- 
man  plans  to  attend  the  national  conference 
on  organ  pedagogy  at  the  University  of 
Houston.  And  Dr.  Eugene  (Jake)  Jacobs, 
assistant  professor  of  psychology,  used  his 
grant  to  attend  the  National  Institute  on 
Teaching  of  Psychology  in  St.  Petersburg 
held  earlier  this  year. 

Dr.  Fred  James,  biology  professor,  attends 
a  course  on  tropical  marine  biology  in 
Jamaica.  His  colleague.  Dr.  Jim  Stidham,  is 
enrolled  in  a  tropical  marine  biology  class  in 
Bermuda. 

Dr.  Jack  Presseau,  religion  professor, 
traveled  to  Charlotte  for  a  workshop  on 
curriculum  for  a  religious  youth  program, 
while  wife  Jane  Presseau,  associate  profes- 
sor of  library  science,  is  headed  to  New 
Orleans  for  an  American  Library  Associa- 
tion conference. 


Dr.  Dale  Rains,  speech  and  drama  pro- 
fessor, will  attend  the  international  confer- 
ence on  critical  thinking  and  educational 
reform  at  Sonoma  State  University  in  Cali- 
fornia. Bob  Strock,  assistant  professor  of 
physical  education,  goes  to  Dallas  to  partic- 
ipate in  a  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Insti- 
tute for  Aerobics  Research. 

Four  other  Presbyterian  College  faculty 
members  utilize  their  summer  grants  to  con- 
tinue their  doctoral  studies. 

Business  administration  assistant  profes- 
sor Meredith  Holder  pursues  her  PhD  at 
the  University  of  South  Carolina,  even  as 
her  colleague,  Suzanne  Smith,  takes  on  doc- 
toral work  at  Clemson  University.  Political 
science  instructor  Booker  T.  Ingram  com- 
pletes work  on  his  PhD  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity, and  music  instructor  Virginia  Houser 
continues  studies  for  her  doctor  of  musical 
arts  degree  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma.

These  topfiight  high  school  seniors  were 
chosen  from  among  263  candidates  from  1 1 
states  who  entered  the  1988  Academic  Schol- 
arships competition.

Athens,  Ga.;  and  Milton  Evans  Willis,  Jr., 
of  Charleston,  S.  C. 


Clinton  Mills  gives  $246,500  to  endow  fund 


The  Clinton  Mills,  Inc.,  Fund — endowed 
initially  at  $246,500 — has  been  established 
at  Presbyterian  College  by  this  textile  organi- 
zation to  underwrite  special  projects  given 
priority  by  the  college.  The  Fund  will  sup- 
port, among  other  things,  local  service  pro- 
grams by  members  of  the  student  body  and 
scholarship  grants  for  needy  students. 

PC  President  Ken  Orr  joined  with  Clin- 
ton Mills  President  Thad  Williams  in  announc- 
ing the  Fund,  which  is  designed  "to  strengthen 
the  college  primarily  by  strengthening  its 
ties  to  the  Clinton  Mills  community."  The 
gift  comes  in  the  form  of  property  valued  at 
$246,500. 

A  distinctive  feature  of  this  particular 
fund,  according  to  President  Orr,  is  the 
stipulation  that  its  income  may  also  be  used 
to  provide  work  grants  for  PC  students  will- 


ing to  devote  time  to  local  service  projects 
such  as  the  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Blue- 
birds, Campfire  Girls  and  similar  areas  of 
service  and  youth  work. 

Dr.  Orr  said  preference  in  any  scholar- 
ship awards  from  the  Fund  will  be  given  to 
individuals  from  areas  where  Clinton  Mills 
plants  are  located.  In  addition  to  the  Clin- 
ton home  base,  the  firm  has  operations  in 
Greensboro  and  Oxford,  N.  C,  and  Gen- 
eva, Ala. 

"This  endowed  program  has  special  sig- 
nificance to  Presbyterian  College,"  Dr.  Orr 
added,  "not  only  because  of  what  it  will 
mean  to  our  students  and  community  rela- 
tionships, but  also  because  it  represents 
another  dimension  of  our  continuing  close 
relationship  with  Clinton  Mills." 
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In  addition  to  his  full  load  of  classroom  teaching,  the 
past   year  has   been  especially   productive   for   Dr. 
George  Ramsey  of  the  religion  and  philosophy 
department. 

And  now  he  rotates  into  the  department  chairmanship 
succeeding  Dr.  Lewis  (Pete)  Hay,  who  has  served  well  in 
this  capacity  since  1972.  Under  PC's  new  rotation  policy. 
Dr.  Hay  continues  his  teaching  as  the  longest-tenured  fac- 
ulty member  with  33  years  of  service  here. 

Three  writing  projects  head  the  list  of  Ramsey's  most 
recent  professional  activities: 

•  His  paper  on  "Plots,  Repetitions,  Gaps  and  Ambi- 
guity in  Luke  15"  was  presented  at  the  national 
meeting  of  the  Society  of  Biblical  Literature  in  Bos- 
ton last  December. 

•  His  article  entitled  "Is  Name-Giving  an  Act 
of  Domination  in  Genesis  2:23  and  Elsewhere?" 
appeared  in  the  January  issue  of  The  Catholic  Bib- 
lical Quarterly. 

•  And  these  summer  months  find  him  writing  the 
weekly  study  helps  for  the  Uniform  Lessons  series 
in  The  Presbyterian  Outlook. 

The  year  also  has  seen  George  Ramsey:  (1)  lecture  at  the 
Synods  School  for  two  Presbyterian  synods  and  at  the  Lay 
School  for  Savannah  Presbytery;  (2)  lead  Bible  studies  in 
Presbyterian  churches  in  Dahon,  Ga.,  Morganton,  N.  C, 
and  Laurens;  and  (3)  participate  on  a  panel  on  "Teaching 
Christian  Faith  and  Values"  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Presbyterian  Colleges  and  Universities.

Ramsey  exams  literary  features 
of  biblical  texts  in  a  productive

First  ceremony  of  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame 
honors  alumni  generals  Godfrey,  Mabry 


Two  retired  major  generals — Ansel  B. 
Godfrey  '22  of  Clinton  and  George 
L.  Mabry,  Jr.  '40  of  Columbia — are 
the  first  inductees  into  the  newly-established 
Presbyterian  College  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame. 
The  Hall  of  Fame  was  inaugurated  at 
Commencement  to  recognize  distinguished 
military  careers  of  PC  alumni  who,  as  stu- 
dents, participated  in  the  college's  Reserve 
Officers'  Training  Corps. 

"These  two  men  richly  deserve  this  honor 
for  the  credit  they  have  brought  upon  them- 
selves and  the  college  and  for  their  out- 
standing service  to  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,"  said  Lt.  Col.  Joel  E.  Rex- 
ford,  who  heads  the  ROTC  program  here  as 
professor  of  military  science. 

Ansel  Godfrey  was  commissioned  as  sec- 
ond lieutenant  of  field  artillery  upon  grad- 
uating from  PC  in  1922.  He  served  as  a 
South  Carolina  National  Guard  officer 
until  1941  when  he  entered  active  federal 
duty  as  a  lieutenant  colonel  for  combat  ser- 
vice in  World  War  II.  He  fought  in  Algeria, 
Tunisia  and  Italy  as  a  field  artillery  battal- 
ion and  group  commander  and  received 
numerous  decorations  for  his  efforts. 
Afterwards,  Godfrey  returned  to  South 
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Carolina  and  the  National  Guard.  In  1957, 
he  was  promoted  to  major  general  and 
became  commander  of  the  51st  National 
Guard  Division,  overseeing  87  units  in  his 
home  state  and  in  Florida  until  his  retire- 
ment in  1961. 

A  1940  Presbyterian  College  graduate, 
George  Mabry  holds  the  unusual  distinction 
of  having  received  this  nation's  highest 
decoration — the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor — as  the  highlight  of  a  35-year  career 
in  the  Regular  Army.  He  earned  that  award 
as  an  infantry  officer  leading  his  men 
through  an  attack  in  Germany's  Huertgen 
Forest  during  World  War  II.  He  also 
received  every  other  medal  this  country 
offers  for  combat  valor,  plus  the  British 
Distinguished  Order,  England's  highest  decora- 
tion to  an  allied  soldier. 

Continuing  his  Army  service  after  the 
war,  Mabry  rose  through  various  command 
and  staff  assignments  in  this  country  and 
abroad.  As  a  two-star  general,  he  was  com- 
mander of  the  1st  Armored  Division,  the 
8th  Infantry  Division  and  then  headed  the 
U.  S.  Army  Forces  Command  in  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone  shortly  before  his  retirement  in 
1975.

PC  student  team  wins  awards 
for  teaching  free  enterprise 

A  group  of  PC  juniors  and  seniors  orga- 
nized to  teach  the  local  community  about 
economics  won  three  regional  awards  this 
past  spring. 

Known  as  Students  in  Free  Enterprise 
(SIFE),  the  15-member  team  brought  back 
three  out  of  the  four  awards  given  at  the 
Southeast  Regional  competition  in  Atlanta. 
It  was  cited  as  one  of  the  top  three  overall 


from  Princeton  University,  Ramsey  joined  the  Presbyterian 
College  faculty  in  1968  and  now  holds  the  position  of 
Kristen  Herrington  Professor  of  Bible. 

The  Boston  paper  on  "Plots,  Repetitions,  Gaps  and 
Ambiguity  in  Luke  15"  grew  out  of  his  work  in  the  class- 
room course  on  "The  Literary  Study  of  the  Bible"  which  he 
has  taught  at  PC  for  the  past  two  years.  He  explained: 

This  is  a  paper  in  which  I  apply  the  methods  of  literary 
criticism  (as  practiced,  for  example,  in  the  study  of  English 
literature)  to  a  familiar  biblical  text,  the  parable  of  "the 
prodigal  son."  In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  rekindled 
interest  in  examining  the  distinctively  literary  features  of 
biblical  texts — features  such  as  plot  development,  charac- 
terization, imagery,  wordplay  and  repetition.  These  various 
devices  constitute  what  literary  critics  call  an  author's  "rhet- 
oric," meaning  the  methods  by  which  the  author  seeks  to 
influence  the  way  a  reader  responds  to  the  story. 

By  close  reading  of  a  narrative,  we  can  discover  that  the 
author  has  deliberately  used  certain  devices  to  guide  the 
reader's  response.  We  gain  a  deeper  appreciation  of  what 
skillful  literary  artists  the  biblical  authors  were.  This  kind  of 
study  concentrates  not  so  much  on  what  is  communicated 
in  a  story,  but  how  it  is  communicated. 

By  using  this  kind  of  analysis  on  the  "prodigal  son" 
story  in  Luke  15, 1  seek  to  show  that  the  author,  by  various 
devices,  characterizes  the  father  in  the  story  as  one  who 
extends  an  unconditional  love  to  both  of  his  sons;  the  father 
is  the  key  character  in  the  tale.  Although  the  author  seems 
to  tell  us  more  about  the  prodigal  son  than  about  either  of 
the  other  characters,  actually  his  character  is  the  most 
opaque.  We  are  not  allowed  to  be  certain  whether  the  prod- 
igal is  genuinely  repentant  or  not.  Hence  the  "ambiguity" 
referred  to  in  the  title  of  my  paper.  One  of  my  basic  points  is 


that  the  narrator  wants  us  to  be  uncertain  about  the  charac- 
ter of  the  prodigal,  so  that  we  will  realize  that  it  does  not 
matter  to  the  father  whether  his  returning  son  is  contrite  or 
not.  The  father's  love  is  genuinely  unconditional. 

George  Ramsey's  published  article  on  "Is  Name-Giving 
an  Act  of  Domination  in  Genesis  2:23  and  Elsewhere?"  is  a 
slightly  revised  version  of  a  paper  he  read  to  the  national 
meeting  of  the  Catholic  Biblical  Association  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  1985.  In  it  he  challenges  a  standard  concept  in  Old 
Testament  studies.  He  explained  briefly  in  these  words: 

For  a  long  time,  it  has  been  commonly  asserted  in  Old 
Testament  studies  that  the  act  of  assigning  a  name  to  a 
person,  a  place  or  a  thing  was  in  Old  Testament  times  an 
authoritative  act  performed  by  a  superior  party,  exercising 
a  certain  amount  of  control  over  the  recipient  of  the  name. 
The  giving  of  a  name  was  supposed  to  establish  or  dictate 
the  essence  of  the  person  or  the  thing  named.  "As  a  person 
is  named,  so  is  he,"  went  the  proverbial  dictum.  To  name  a 
person  or  object  was  to  fix  the  destiny  or  the  nature  of  the 
person  or  object.  The  assigning  of  names  to  animals  by 
Adam  in  Genesis  2:19  is  cited  as  a  parade  example  of  this 
procedure. 

But  what  I  seek  to  show  is  that  the  act  of  naming  does 
not  connote,  as  OT  scholars  have  long  assumed,  an  act  of 
domination  or  control.  It  is  in  fact  very  difficult  to  find  any 
biblical  passage  where  the  name-giver  seems  to  control  or 
subordinate  the  recipient.  Quite  often,  the  name  bestowed 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  character  or  destiny  of  the  recip- 
ient (note  the  names  given  to  Jacob's  children  in  Genesis 
29-30  and  the  explanations).  When  it  does,  it  usually  relates 
to  characteristics  already  exhibited  (as  in  the  case  of  Esau 
and  Jacob,  Genesis  25). 


regional  winners,  was  named  rookie  group 
of  the  year  and  won  the  product  liability 
crisis  intervention  competition. 

Because  of  its  success,  the  group  com- 
peted in  the  international  SIFE  competition 
in  May,  but  PC's  rookies— no  match  for 
several  veteran  organizations — came  away 
only  with  experience  and  the  determination 
to  go  all  the  way  next  year. 

Organized  last  fall,  PC's  SIFE  chapter 
was  a  newcomer  among  the  ten  colleges 
who  entered  the  regional  competition,  said 
Norman  Scarborough,  group  advisor  who 
is  an  assistant  professor  of  business  admin- 
istration. Our  team  received  three  trophies 
plus  $2,000  in  prize  money,  most  of  which 
went  back  into  the  budget  for  next  year's 
SIFE  group. 

Part  of  a  national  program  sponsored  by 
Wal-Mart  Stores,  Inc.,  SIFE's  goal  is  to 
teach  college  communities  about  economics 
and  such  issues  as  product  liability,  the  fed- 
eral deficit,  federal  taxes,  investment  oppor- 
tunities and  budgeting.  One  of  the  PC  SIFE 
team's  bigger  projects  involved  teaching 
students  at  Eastside  Elementary  School 
about  free  enterprise  through  a  simulated 
"mini-economy."  There,  first-graders  earned 
play  money  by  completing  such  tasks  as 
doing  their  homework  or  by  setting  up  sim- 
ulated business  ventures  such  as  sandwich 
and  beauty  shops.

Even  in  the  midst  of  mid-summer  heat, 
football  looms  just  a  short  sprint  away 
for  Blue  Hose  gridmen.  Freshman  recruits 
are  scheduled  to  report  for  pre-season  prac- 
tice on  August  12,  with  returning  players  to 
follow  two  days  later. 

Theyll  hustle  to  get  ready  for  early  Sep- 
tember 3  opener  against  Davidson — the 
first  of  three  successive  road  trips  against 
NCAA  opponents  (add  The  Citadel  and 
Furman)  before  finally  kicking  off  at  home. 
Altogether,  the  1988  slate  calls  for  seven  of 
the  1 1  games  to  be  played  on  enemy  turf. 

The  mission  for  Coach  Elliott  Poss'  con- 
tingent is  to  live  up  to  last  year's  7-4 
regular-season  record  that  led  into  the 
NAIA  playoffs,  where  a  win  and  a  defeat 
ended  the  championship  pursuit.  More  rea- 
listically, however,  PC  does  not  currently 
rank  among  the  SAC-8  Conference  favor- 
ites because  of  key  losses  to  graduation. 

There  are  big  question  marks  relating  to 
both  offense  and  defense. 

Can  Harold  Nichols  replace  the  departed 
Scotty  Mozingo  at  quarterback?  Although 
he  has  a  strong  arm,  Nichols  is  varsity 
untested  except  for  a  creditable  perfor- 
mance in  the  second  half  of  the  closing 
playoff  loss  to  Pittsburgh  State  out  in 
Kansas. 

The  rest  of  the  backfield  is  strong  enough 
to  give  PC  the  rushing  edge.  Tailback  has 
senior  Stevie  Riggins  poised  to  become  the 
college's  all-time  leading  runner,  sharing  the 
job  with  Steve  Parsley — both  of  whom 
topped  700  yards  from  scrimmage  in  '87. 
Veteran  Derrick  Smalls  will  start  in  the  full- 
back slot.

tion  looks  considerably  better,  with  three  of 
four  '87  starters  back  in  uniform:  free  safety 
Kelvin  Calwile,  strong  safety  Alan  Rode- 
maker  and  cornerback  Kevin  Wade.  The 
other  cornerback  could  be  filled  by  Brett 
Garvin,  who  saw  much  action  last  year. 

Up  front  in  the  defensive  interior  line,  all 
three  positions  appear  well  in  hand — thanks 
to  the  return  of  such  veteran  performers  as 
all-conference  Andy  Smyth  and  starter  Wade 
Cooke  at  the  tackles  and  veteran  Tyrone 
Lucas  at  noseguard. 

Coach  Poss  points  out  there  are  strong 
contenders  to  fill  in  the  gaps  and  perhaps 
also  to  answer  the  question  of  team  depth. 
He  and  assistants  Bruce  Hill,  Gary  Nelson, 
Bill  Shaver,  Jeff  Burke  and  Mike  Lindley 
were  pleased  with  spring  practice  and  with 
the  recruiting  efforts  that  produced  some 
likely  looking  freshmen. 

But  there's  a  challenging  year  ahead  for 
the  Blue  Hose  team,  whose  Southern  Con- 
ference opponents  are  hardly  more  formid- 
able than  the  league  rivals  waiting  in  the 
SAC-8 — now  recognized  throughout  the 
country  as  the  NAIA's  toughest  football 
conference. 


Rounding  up  a  successful  year 


Blue  Hose  teams  overall  turned  1987-88 
into  a  successful  and  entertaining  year  for 
PC  sports. 

As  indicated  in  earlier  reports,  football 
produced  a  7-4  regular-season  record  and 
then  broke  even  in  two  NAIA  playoff 
games. 

The  fall  calendar  also  saw  volleyball 
achieve  national  ranking  for  the  first  time  as 
the  women  finished  with  a  40-5  mark,  and 
soccer  qualified  for  the  District  6  playoff 
again  in  going  9-9  for  the  season. 

By  the  time  the  extended  basketball  cam- 
paign was  over  in  mid-March,  the  men's 
team  had  posted  another  outstanding  record 
of  21-9  and  a  tie  for  the  regular-season  dis- 
trict title — even  though  post-season  play  did 
not  produce.  Women's  basketball  improved 
to  17-13. 

Track  ran  fastest  among  the  spring  sports 


as  PC  won  its  first  District  6  championship 
since  1980  and  Bill  Shaver  received  district 
"coach  of  the  year"  honors  for  the  second 
consecutive  year.  Lavern  Reddick  edged  out 
James  Scott  for  the  season  high-point  award. 

It  was  also  a  good  year  for  baseball.  With 
the  college  returning  to  the  batter's  box 
after  a  21 -year  absence  from  PC's  oldest 
sport,  that  was  the  big  news — regardless  of 
record.  The  young  team  made  progress  and 
kept  the  spirit  through  a  season  that  ended 
5-20,  even  though  freshman  Darrin 
McGlamry  hit  a  hefty  .393. 

Women's  tennis  under  first-year  coach 
Donna  Arnold  improved  dramatically  with 
25  wins  against  only  10  defeats.  Freshman 
Susan  Toohey  won  the  district  singles  title 
at  number  one,  while  Karen  Rothschild 
turned  in  the  best  singles  record  at  29-12 
and  the  doubles  combination  of  Terri  Linn- 


Michelle  Arshinkoff  led  that  play  with 
28-10. 

Men's  tennis  ended  Ilth  among  the  52 
teams  competing  in  the  NAIA  National 
Tennis  Championships  in  late  May — a  drop 
from  the  fourth-place  finish  of  1987.  The 
team  under  Bobby  McKee  emerged  from 
the  regular-season  court  wars  with  a  17-7.

Now  approaching  his  95th  birthday.  Dr.  John  S. 
Land  '14  has  moved  his  retirement  address  to 
Charlotte,  where  he  resides  in  Sharon  Towers  as  one  of 
PC's  oldest  living  graduates. 

During  his  long  career  as  a  Presbyterian  minister,  he 
preached  for  59  years.  In  what  he  terms  his  "tale  in  two 
cities,"  he  spent  his  50  years  of  active  service  in  New 
Orleans  and  Houston.  Then  after  being  honorably 
retired,  he  spent  the  next  nine  years  as  an  interim  min- 
ister supplying  some  25  churches  in  and  around  Rock 
Hill,  S.  C,  and  Charlotte. 

John  Land  set  out  as  a  young  minister  back  in  1917 
after  earning  his  BA  in  English  with  top  honors  from 
Presbyterian  College  and  his  divinity  degree  from 
Columbia  Seminary.

Dixie  of  Bread  Loaf

As  a  30-year-old-widow  back  in 
1961,  Dixie  Gooch  was  literally 
."sweating  it  out"  in  a  seafood 
processing  plant  in  Florida,  barely  mak- 
ing enough  money  to  support  herself 
and  six  children. 

Then  she  received  a  totally  unex- 
pected telephone  call  from  President 
Marshall  W.  Brown  urging  her  to 
return  to  Clinton  and  to  enroll  in  the 
fall  semester  at  Presbyterian  College. 
She  now  contends  that  the  call  single- 
handedly  changed  the  course  of  her  life. 
"Going  back  was  kind  of  like  being 
rescued  and  going  to  a  haven,"  she  said. 
It  also  led  to  a  productive  career  that 
has  touched  the  lives  of  many  other 
individuals. 

Today,  the  1965  PC  graduate  (now 
Mrs.  Dixie  Goswami)  is  a  leading 
authority  in  the  field  of  writing  and  a 
nationally-known  English  professor  of 
the  Clemson  University  faculty  who 
remains  in  high  demand  as  a  workshop 
and  lecture  specialist.  She  also  directs 
the  prestigious  summer  writing  pro- 
gram of  Middlebury  College's  Bread 
Loaf  School  of  English.  There,  each 


summer  in  the  mountains  of  Vermont, 
she  helps  teachers  from  primarily  rural 
America  establish  good  writing  skills  so 
they  can  transfer  that  ability  to  their 
students. 

Dixie's  strides  in  teaching  and  research 
have  garnered  praise  from  a  host  of 
publications  ranging  from  The  New 
York  Times  to  The  Christian  Science 
Monitor.  She  was  quoted  in  the  Sep- 
tember 14,  1987,  issue  of  Time  maga- 
zine about  her  work  at  Bread  Loaf,  and 
a  South  Carolina  educator  has  labeled 
her  the  "hidden  secret  in  our  state." 

Most  of  her  time,  as  a  Clemson  pro- 
fessor, is  spent  there — where  her  home 
overlooks  scenic  Lake  Hartwell.  Sitting 
comfortably  with  legs  tucked  under  her 
on  a  living  room  sofa,  Dixie  fondly 
recalled  her  past.  She  remembered  her 
earliest  association  with  Presbyterian 
College,  when  first  husband  Walter 
Gooch  attended  PC  on  an  athletic 
grant-in-aid  from  1947  to  1951.  While 
Walter  starred  in  football  and  track 
enroute  to  his  degree,  she  kept  busy  as 
wife  and  mother. 

"We  were  very  poor,  but  that  didn't 


stop  us,"  she  said.  "We  had  a  lot  of 
fun." 

After  Walter  graduated,  the  Gooches 
moved  to  Florida,  where  he  entered 
public  school  work  as  a  teacher  and 
coach.  Then,  a  1957  hunting  accident 
tragically  claimed  his  life,  leaving  Dixie 
to  raise  her  family  alone.  Four  years 
later  Dr.  Brown  called. 

"I  never  will  forget  that  day,"  said  the 
Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  native.  "I  didn't  have 
any  education,  really.  I  was  married 
right  out  of  high  school  and  was  work- 
ing at  a  very  bad  job  which  paid 
poorly — had  very  long  hours — and  1 
really  was  having  a  rough  time.  Dr. 
Brown  had  been  such  a  good  friend  to 
my  husband  and  asked  me  if  I  had  ever 
thought  about  going  to  college.  I  remem- 
ber saying  no.  How  could  I  possibly  do 
this?  But  he  told  me  to  come  up — come 
to  Presbyterian  College — and  they  would 
help  me  find  a  house  and  part-time  job. 
I  would  never  have  gone  to  college  if 
Dr.  Brown  hadn't  called.  Six  kids  and 
absolutely  no  resources — it  just  changed 
my  life." 
Heeding  Dr.  Brown's  request,  Dixie

packed  her  bags  and  headed  to  Clinton, 
both  excited  and  nervous  about  what 
lay  ahead.  It  proved  to  be  a  full  sched- 
ule. In  addition  to  the  classroom  work, 
she  graded  papers,  taught  classes  at 
nearby  Joanna  Elementary  School  and 
worked  in  the  library  to  help  pay  the 
bills.  Even  as  she  studied  English  under 
the  guidance  of  such  professors  as 
Allen  King  and  Neal  Prater,  she  was 
unsure  of  her  future. 

"When  I  majored  in  English,  I  never 
dreamed  that  I  would  hit  the  road  and 
meet  really  neat  people  from  all  over 
the  world.  It's  not  a  stodgy  major  at  all. 
And  the  professors  were  wonderful. 
They  never  let  me  think  for  a  minute 
that  there  wasn't  anything  I  couldn't 
do." 

After  graduating  from  PC,  Dixie 
earned  a  master's  degree  in  English  at 
Clemson.  There  she  met  her  present 
husband,  New  Delhi  native  Bhuvenesh 
Goswami,  who  was  then  a  visiting  pro- 
fessor in  the  department  of  textile 
science.  They  were  married  in  1968. 
One  year  later,  Mrs.  Goswami  joined 
the  staff  at  Middlesex  County  College 
in  New  Jersey.  Her  main  interest  so  far 
had  been  in  literature,  but  there  she  was 
asked  to  teach  some  composition  cour- 
ses. Thus  the  seed  was  planted  for  her 
interest  in  writing. 

Her  enthusiasm  for  teaching  others 
how  to  write  well  has  remained  strong 
throughout  her  career  and  especially 


during  her  ten  years  at  Bread  Loaf.  The 
program  draws  approximately  250  tea- 
chers annually  from  around  the  coun- 
try. Many  of  them  come  from  the 
South,  although  Dixie  wishes  more 
would  apply  from  her  native  state. 

"There's  a  lot  of  Southern  talk  up 
there  (at  Bread  Loaf)  the  staff  doesn't 
understand,"  she  joked. 

Not  only  do  teachers  perfect  their 
writing  skills  while  in  the  Vermont 
mountains,  but  they  can  earn  a  master's 
degree  in  English  in  four  summers 
through  the  program.  And  a  special 
ten-day  conference  held  after  the  Bread 
Loaf  School  of  English  dismisses  at  the 
end  of  the  summer  allows  writers  to 
receive  special  critiques  on  their  manu- 
scripts from  well-known  authors. 

A  motherly-looking  woman  with  a 
warm  smile  and  dark  gray  hair  pulled 
back  in  a  short  pony  tail,  Mrs.  Gos- 
wami has  received  high  marks  for  her 
work  from  colleagues  and  students 
alike. 

According  to  The  New  York  Times, 
she  is  "the  patron  saint,  not  only  of 
writing  at  Middlebury  but  of  the  idea 
that  writing  underlies  all  effective  teach- 
ing." The  Christian  Science  Monitor 
stated  that  "students  emerge  from 
Goswami's  class  with  new  ideas  about 
teaching — because  of  both  its  content 
and  its  process." 

Dixie,  who  has  completed  additional 
post-graduate  work  at  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity and  Leeds,  currently  teaches  tech- 
nical and  scientific  writing  courses  at 
Clemson.  She  stays  just  as  busy  outside 
the  classroom,  taking  on  technical  writ- 
ing assignments  herself  and  handling 
major  research  projects.  In  1980,  for 
example,  she  studied  food  stamp  forms 
and  other  government  documents 
through  two  grants  received  from  the 
National  Institute  ol  Education.  Cur- 
rently, she  is  working  on  increasing  the 
readability  of  fire  safety  precaution 
instructions  for  mobile  home  dwellers.

She  next  hopes  to  examine  documents 
aimed  at  people  over  65. 

Obviously,  Professor  Goswami  feels 
that  good,  solid  writing  is  more  than 
just  a  handy  thing  to  know  how  to  do. 
"I  think  the  quality  of  our  lives  is 
hnked  up  with  the  quality  of  public 
documents  that  we  have  to  deal  with.  It 
seems  to  me  the  more  technical  infor- 
mation we  need  just  as  human  beings  to 
make  decisions  about  environmental, 
defense  and  political  issues,  the  more 
important  it  is  to  be  able  to  write  tech- 
nical information  so  that  people  can 
understand  it." 

Not  only  is  Dixie  involved  in  research 
projects,  but  her  resume  lists  a  long  ros- 
ter of  articles  she  has  written  and  sev- 
eral books  she  has  edited  on  the  subject. 
The  recipient  of  numerous  awards  and 
fellowships,  she  also  directs  a  special 
grants  program  for  teachers  to  encour- 
age them  to  invent  innovative  ways  to 
teach  students  about  writing.  She  also 
remains  interested  in  a  teacher's  com- 
puter networking  system.  On  top  of  all 
that,  she's  often  a  first  choice  to  lead 
writers'  workshops  and  conferences 
around  the  country.  Earlier  this  summer, 
she  was  keynote  speaker  for  an  educa- 
tors' group  in  Toronto,  Canada. 

Even  though  her  work  seems  almost 
to  consume  her,  Dixie  finds  time  for 
her  favorite  pastimes:  traveling,  watch- 
ing birds  on  the  lake  and  visiting  her 
children.  She  and  her  husband,  also  a 
full-time  Clemson  University  professor, 
enjoy  spending  time  in  the  kitchen. 
Bhuvenesh  whips  up  vegetarian  meals 
in  accordance  with  his  Hindu  back- 
ground while  she  concentrates  on  good 
oV  Southern  cooking. 

Walking  around  the  room,  picking 
up  old  photographs  which  capture  scenes 
from  her  past  and  present  life,  Dixie 
still  appeared  awestruck  by  how  the 
pieces  of  her  life  have  come  together  to 
give  her  such  an  outstanding  career. 

"I  feel  that  despite  any  tragedies  I 
have  gone  through,  I  have  had  the  most 
wonderful,  interesting  life  . . .  And  I  have 
enough  to  keep  me  busy  for  the  next  20 
years!"
